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Student  Calls  For  Donors, 
Rare  Blood  May  Save  Dad

The  life  of  Marion  J.  Hess  de|>ends  on 
twelve  ireople. 

Maybe  you’re  one  of  them. 

The  Idaho  contractor  needs  blood,  and 
his  daughter  Rosemary  asks  qualified  donor's 
to  contact  her. 

He.ss’  condition  is  critical.  “lie  had  several 
heart  attacks  this  summer,”  explained  Rose- 
mary, a junior  at  BYU,  "and  now  his  heart 
has  enlarged  to  twice  its  normal  size.  The 
doctors  will  replace  one  main  valve  and  oiren 
another  clogged  one.” 

During  the  surgei'y  that  is  scheduled  for 
October  23  in  the  University  of  Utah  hospi- 
tal, Hess  will  need  at  least  twelve  pints  of 
blood — a very  special  tyire  of  blood — AB  Rh 
ixrstive. 

AB  Rh  positive  is  i-are. 

"Only  five  of  every  KtO  irersons  have 
this  kind  of  blood,”  said  Dr.  Richard  Clark  of 
the  Clark  Clinic.  The  surgeons  at  the  Uni- 


vei'sity  Hospital  don’t  know  where  to  find 
twelve  pints  of  it. 

So  Rosemary  is  asking  your  help  for  her 
Dad. 

“There  are  only  two  or  three  such  donors 
in  Salt  Lake,”  she  explained  when  she  tele- 
phoned the  ifniverse,  “and  I don’t  know  of 
any  in  Provo.” 

“Two  i>eople  volunteered  Tuesday  night  at 
MIA,”  Rosemary  added,  “but  I don’t  know 
if  they  can  give.”  Donors  must  be  in  good 
health — they’ll  have  to  be  examined. 

Anyone  who  has  this  blood  tyiie — or  who 
thinks  he  might  have — and  wants  to  help 
Mr.  Hess,  can  contact  Rosemary  at  373-4877. 
She  lives  at  910  N 900  E,  apt.  304,  and  “some- 
one will  always  be  there.”  Donors  should 
talk  with  Rosemary  before  October  16,  be- 
cause her  Dad  enters  the  hospital  on  October 
20.

ants,  and  Lowell  Castleton,  vice 
president  of  Student  Relations, 
met  i n a private  meeting 
Wednesday  with  city  commis- 
sioners. Luke  Clegg  and  Ray 
Murdock. 

NO  OVERNIGHT  PARKING 
They  met  to  continue  discus- 
sions of  the  two-week-old  hassle 
over  a 14-year-old  city  ordinance 
prohibiting  parking  on  Provo 
streets  between  2 a.m.  and  5 a.m. 

The  student  leaders  were  smil- 
ing after  the  meeting  and  felt 
confident  “students  who  could 
not  possibly  comply  with  the  law 
would  not  have  to  worry  about 
fines  at  the  present  time." 

Commissioner  Clegg  said.  “I 
have  the  deepest  sympathy  for 
the  students  who  are  doing  every- 
thing they  can  to  comply  with 
the  law.”  He  hoped  no  fines 
would  ever  have  to  be  issued  to 
anyone  who  was  doing  “his  best. 

“You’ve  done  a lot  of  work 
which  will  be  very  helpful  to  us,” 
he  said. 

200  COMPLAINTS 
Gilbert  presented  approximate- 
ly 200  forms  of  students  report- 
ing insufficient  parking.  In  addi- 


tion. Richard  Scott  and  Stewart 
Grow,  Gilbert’s  executive  assist- 
ants, had  prepared  surveys  of  the 
major  apartment  complexes  and 
presented  these  to  the  commis- 
sioners. 

Gilbert  felt  the  commissioners 
were  still  intending  to  enforce 
the  ordinance.  However,  he  said 
there  is  hope  for  a revision.  The 
commissioners  would  not  com- 
ment on  the  revision  possibility. 

According  to  the  commission- 
ers the  ordinance  should  be  en- 
forced because  it  is  on  the  books; 
the  streets  are  to  “carry  traffic, 
not  store  it”;  and  there  is  a zon- 
ing law  which  requires  land 
owners  to  provide  adequate  off- 


street  parking  for  their  tenants. 

Gilbert  and  Castleton  have 
been  working  on  the  issue  and 
believe  the  negotiations  with  the 
city  has  curtailed  any  unjust  fin- 
ing of  students. 

RENT  HIKE 

But  Gilbert  mentions  that  the 
eventual  renovations  by  landlords 
in  providing  off-street  parking 
will  likely  increase  rent  next 
year. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Provo  Chamber  of  Commehre 
will  meet  Friday  to  discuss  the 
students'  involvement  in  the 
parking  controversy,  according 
to  William  Wotherspoon,  Cdm- 
merce  manager.

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Parking  Dilemma 

Interaction  of  student  leaders  with  the 
City  Commission  over  the  issue  of  a parking 
ordinance  has  brought  some  interesting 
points  to  light. 

After  discussions  with  the  commission- 
ers it  seems  they  are  not  really  trying  to 
hurt  the  students  or  demonstrate  their 
power  over  students  for  the  mere  satisfac- 
tion of  flexing  muscles. 

The  City  Commission  believes  it  has  a 
good  ordinance  which  prohibits  parking  be- 
tween 2 a.m.  and  5 a.m. 

Perhaps  the  City  Commission  is  correct- 
ing its  stand  to  enforce  the  law. 

In  one  way  the  timing  has  been  good. 
Students  have  submitted  lists  with  the  ad- 
dresses of  housing  units  in  violation  of  the 
zoning  laws.  , . 

The  addresses  will  be  used  by  the  City 
Commission  to  contact  each  violator  of  the 
zoning  ordinance.  This  is  what  the  Commis- 
sion wanted  and  now  they  have  it — courtesy 
of  BYU  students  in  less  than  three  weeks. 

What  about  the  fines  which  would  be 
unjustly  placed  upon  students  who  cannot 
possibly  comply  with  the  law  ? After 
Wednesday’s  meeting  it  appears  the  Com-

mission  does  not  intend  to  fine  students. 
Apparently  the  threat  was  enough  to  gain 
the  ends  it  wanted. 

The  parking  ordinance  is  on  its  way  to 
becoming  a meaningful  ordinance  perhaps 
as  early  as  next  fall.  The  city  can  now  deal 
directly  with  landowners  not  complying  with 
the  zoning  law. 

It  is  doubtful  the  Commission  planned 
such  a sweet  ending.  Why  did  it  resort  to 
false  ultimatums  ? Why  such  a hedge  podge 
of  reasoning,  which  at  times  made  it  appear 
ridiculous '! 

The  next  time  the  City  Commission 
plans  to  enforce  an  ordinance,  it  would  do 
well  to  work  out  in  advance  a clear-cut, 
plausible,  step-by-step  plan  with  each  of  the 
major  groups  involved. 

As  for  right  now — we  suggest  that  the 
city  issue  a clearly  written  statement  as  to 
its  intentions  for  enforcing  the  parking 
violation. 

We  realize  of  course  that  this  may  be 
asking  too  much. 

We  expect,  however,  as  civic  elections 
draw  closer,  the  city  fathers  will  become 
more  lucid  with  their  policies.  r.  m.

Ragweed  Decor?  . 


Take  The  'Blah'  Out  Of  Dull  Living  Roams  With 


Creative,  Colorful  Fall  Foliage  Arrangements

It  doesn’t  take  much  to  get  tired 
of  the  same  apartment  . . . even  if 
it’s  neat.  Yet,  on  a student’s  bud- 
get, decorating  touches  can  seem 
prohibitive. 

The  situation  calls  for  a few  per- 
sonal and  imaginative  touches. 
Many  times  a small  touch  of 
“something  new”  is  just  the  ingre- 
dient needed  to  avoid  monotony 
Even  a small  centerpiece  or 
table  decoration  can  brighten  the 
dining  table  for  that  special  oc- 
casion, or  liven  a drab  living-room. 

ARTISTIC  WEEDS 
Summer  flowers  are  gone  this 
time  of  season;  but  what  about 
weeds!  Now  that  the  pollen  and 
fluff  are  out  of  the  way,  many 
weeds  have  taken  on  interesting 
and  artistic  qualities.  Particularly 


the  hardy  varieties  of  stickle, 
weeds.  The  bushy  type  with  long 
stems  are  both  interesting  and  i 
quite  simple  to  work  with. 

Care  must  be  used  while  arrang-  ■ 
ing,  however,  because  many  weeds ! 
have  thorns  which  are  twice  as 
sharp  when  dried.  Also,  any  dirt, 
dead  leaves  and  branches,  and  re- 
maining seeds  should  be  carefully 
removed  to  avoid  as  much  mess  as 
possible. 

SPRAY  PAINT 

Many  different  effects  can  be 
achieved  with  these  branches.  It 
all  depends  on  the  time  and  effort 
you  can  afford  to  put  into  the  pro- 
ject. 


A little  spray  paint  can  add  a 
touch  of  elegance.  Though  almost 
any  color  could  be  used,  silver  and 
gold  are  most  generally  the  easiest 
and  most  effective.  These  colors 
seem  to  dry  faster  and  retain  their 
original  color  better  after  applica- 
tion. Many  times  some  of  the  other 
shades  discolor  and  fail  to  stain 
evenly. 

If  the  arrangement  is  done  in  a 
glass  or  vase,  you  may  wish  to  try 
using  colored  water.  A few  drops 
of  food  coloring  can  tie  the  ar- 
rangement in  with  your  apartment 
color  scheme,  and  also  camouflage 
unsightly  stems.
